Thé project began in the 
1930s, > when Midwestern 
farmer Dan West went to war- 
torn Spain as a Church of the 


Brethren volunteer. As he 
ladled out cups of milk to hun- 
Ету children, it struck him that 
what these families needed was 
a cow. He asked his friends to 
donate heifers. The families 
that received the cows were 
asked to keep the program 
going by donating female calves 
to their neighbors. As these 
families also passed on a dona- 
tion of calves, the original gift 
was multiplied again. 

The idea caüght on, and for 
more than 50 years, families in 
115 countries have benefited 
from these donations. Not only

Emma was pale, 
sweaty, and quite sick to her 
@ stomach. She left Ralph in the 
kitchen, and dragged her weak 
legs into the bathroom. What 
she saw in the mirror scared 
her. 


“Ralphy?” She moved toward, 
the kitchen. *Baby? I don't feel 
во good,” 

He took one look at her stand- 
ing in thè doorway, and jumped 

@up to’ cling to her arm. He 
helped her to a chair. 

“Emma, what's happening to 
you?” 

“I don't know." Emma drew a 
déep breath, and pushed both 
hands against her left chest 
“It’s pretty hard,” she added as 
tears welled up in both eyes. 
"What's coming in?" As she 
walked past the nurses’ desk in 
the ER, emergency physician 

- Tammy Cortez questioned Phil. 
She had not heard'the para- 
medic's radio report. She had 
been at the bedside in Room 12, 
but noticed the ambulance 
backing into the bay outside.

report, it sounded like a real 
cardiac." He moved toward the 
Cardiac Room and flipped on 
the electronic moriitor. 
At that moment, two para- 
medics burst through the 
ambulance ^ entrance -with 
Emma on their stretcher. 

@ Hey!” the senior paramedic 
yelled, “get your stuff ready! 
She just went into V. Fib!” 
Cortez and two other ER staff 
joined emergency nurse Phil in

from the stretcher onto the ER 
bed: 

"She had just swallowed the 
aspirin, and had one nitroglyc- 
erin in the ambulance," the 
paramedic reported as Phil 
connected» the heart monitor. 
*Her husband called üs just in 
time." 

A quick glance at the monitor 
by the ER staff confirmed that 
her heart was in a Ventricular 
Fibrillation rhythm; they had 
to act fast to have a chance at 
saving her life. 

"Grab the paddles!” Cortez. 
said, her voice conveying the 
sense of urgency that all in the 


shock 


room were feeling 

her. Hurry! 200 Joules! 

Phil already had the paddles 
charging, and pressed them 


against Emma's chest. 
‘Everybody clear!” he demand- 
he took a quick glance 
around the stretcher (отаке

Zap! They electricity surged 
through Emma's body. 

“Still V. Fib.! Go up to 300 
Joules! Shock again.” 

“Clear!” 

The higher dose of power jolted 
Emma. 

"There! She's got a rhythm!" 
Cortez exclaimed. "Let's get 
her intubated quickly, and get 
some oxygen going." 

A Respiratory ` Therapist 
already had the tube ready to 
place into Emma's trachea. 
"Phil, give her а bolusZof IV 
lidocaine, and hang'a lido drip,” 
Cortez continued. “We don't 
want her going, back into V. Fib.. 
What's her blood pressure?” 
Now, everyone was in action. 
The endotracheal tube was 
being slid through, Em: s 
mouth to pusH oxygen into her 
lungs, blood was being drawn 
from her armi, а second IV line 
was being placed in her other 
arm, and a technician was run- 
ning an EKG from the wires he 
had attached to her chest. 
Cortez took a quick glarice at 
the EKG tracing. 

"Of course, it's an'acute MI 
MI: myocardial Ínlarction, a 
heart attack. It's whut. every- 
one had assumed. One of 
Emma's coronary arteries had 
become blocked, and that part 
of her heart muscle was

screaming for oxygen. 

“Did any fainily members come 
along?" Cortez asked the para- 
medic. She needed more infor- 
mation to guide her choices of 
treatment now. Emma couldn't 
provide any. 

Cortez hurried to the family 
waiting room, where Ralph was 
pacing nervously. He looked up 
as she entered, but, for the first 
time іп a long time, ће was 


‘speechless. 
“Hi, I'm Dr. Cortez, the emer- 
gency physician," she said 


quickly, “Your wife is having a 
heart attack.” 

Then she began a series of 
quick, focused questions. With- 
in two minutes, she had the 
vital information about 
Emma's medical history that 
was needed 

“OK. Wait here a few more 
minutes. I'ye got to go and get 
several things started on your 
wife." Then, touching Ralph's 
shoulder, she added, “You 
called 911 just in time.” 

Ralph nodded. 

Cortez hurried back to the 
Cardiac Room 

“Is her BP still OK?, Good! 
OK, she gets everything! Let's 
go!" 

Cortez rattled off a list of 
orders to the nurses, officially 
starting the seriés of drugs that 
might open that-clogged artery 
and save some of Emma's heart 
muscle. 

As she listeried to Emma's 
lung and heart sounds with her 
stethoscope, Cortez noticed 
that'Emma's eyelids were mov- 
ing. She positioned.*her face 
directly over Emma's. 

“Emma, you're in the hospi- 
tal. We're taking care ‘of you 
Ralph is right over here in that 
room." . 

Emma's eyes opened, and She 
seemed tobe trying to focus on 
this voice above her. 

“Don't worry." Cortez patted 
Emma's shoulder. "We're right 
here with you.” 

All of the vital medicines 
were now coursing through 
Emma's blood, and Cortez 
moved back "toward the family 
waiting room.

Each family agreed to pass on 
to a neighbor five baby rabbits 
for every female rabbit 
received. Those. who received 
these rabbits made: the same 
pledge. From that first gift, 
more than 40,000 pass-on rab- 
bits have ‘helped more than 
2,000 families.

with the program. A good hen 
can lay up to 200 eggs a year. A 
small flock can provide enough 
eggs. for a family to sell, eat, 
share and hatch. Chickens take 
little space and can live on bugs 
and scraps.

"the events that opened doors 
for scientists, changed our 
understanding of meteorology 
and climatology, or tested our 
technology." 

Like 'other lists evaluating 
the last 100 years, this one is 


likely to produce disagreement, 


particularly here in Florida 
where so many major weather 
events took place during the 
20th century. S 

At the top of the list is the 
Dust Bowl of the 1930's. At its 
peak in the summer of 1934, 
nearly two-thirds of America 
was in a severe drought, turn- 
ing 50 million acres into dust 
across the Great Plains. 

"The Dust Bowl caused a leg- 
endary and influential migra- 
tion from the Southern Plains 
to California, revolutionized 
agricultural 
Plains, and synchronized with 
the Great Depression to com-
